Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant has argued the same subject matter 
discussed in the Previous Office Action (Paper No. 6). The applicant argues that the Bohaty reference does not teach nonlinear refractive 
index or absorption variation, but the claim limitation does not limit the nonlinear properties of the claimed bismuth film to only those two 
properties. The claim states, "nonlinear optical effects INCLUDING nonlinear refractive index and nonlinear absorption", the use of the 
term "including" renders the claim language open, because the nonlinear properties are not limited to refractive index and absorption. The 
applicant also argues that the Bohaty reference layer is not a metallic bismuth film. This limitation is not present in the claims, therefore 
the argument is not relevant to the application. 
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
